denjandfi a full measure of justice for 
the mainland as well. The resolutions, 
V BO.far from injuring the cause, ought 
to assist the Dominion government in 
forming a policy that, will be satisfac- 
tory to tho province and not distaste- 
ful to their own supporters. The Is- 
^'iahS'failway, we grant, is an obligation 
assumed by the iMackkxzie goverii- 
1: ment,but in return for that conccasion, 
and tho promised e.vpendituro on the 
mainland, what was secured ^ .■A-n ex- 
tension of the time'fixed for the com- 
pletion of the overland railway from 
1871' to 1890. This concession in 
itself is worth many millions to the 
nuiKDomJuiohi and could scarcely have been 
accepted by tho present government 
without carrying with it the remaining 
provisions of the Cahkarvon settle- 
jUrifiehi. Wo are sorry that tho mem- 
bers of the local government did 
not deem the moeiing worthy of their 
attention. Scores went to hear the 
ministry narrate what they had done 
towards expediting the construction of 
the Island railway, but all came away 
disappointed. The ministers were there, 
but preferred darkness rather tlian 
0f "light, and so hid their faces beneath 
slouched hats and their forms within 
tho ample folds of last year's ulsters. 
Tho resolutions will be mailed for Ot- 
• OOctawa to day, and wo hope that every 
delegate from iiritish Columbia will bo 
found yielding them an earnest sup- 
port.

The cries of " No politics " which arose 
during the presentation of IMr. Bouci- 
cault's remodelled drama •' The O'Dowd," 
at the Adelphi theatre on Thuradaj-, wore 
disapproved of by tho majority ot the au- 
dience. Indeed, since the first night the 
spectators havo given constant and sym- 
pathetic applause to the dramatist's in- 
tentions. Tho political sentiments are 
neither reasonable nor treasonable. Of- 
fence is taken by the critics chiefly at the 
hustings scone in County Galway, in 
which the Liberal candidate's (the 0'- 
Dowd's) son, referring to ^ liis, .pppgnent'a 
assertion that the overpopiilatioh ' Of' Ire- 
land is the cause ot her poverty and 
misery, says: — " A few years ago Ireland 
had n population of 8,000,000; now .she 
has only 6,000,000. Lot us follow the 
other 3,000,000 ucro.ss the ocean, whore 
the once helpless people havo become 
prosperous citizens and the backbone of 
a republic. What is tho reason ? What 
is the demand?" "Freedom!" answcis 
tho candidate, who tlioi: calls Ireland tlio 
Cinderella of the Isles, and cluaos with 
tho lines from Goldsmith's " Deserted 
Village," as applied to tho present wretch- 
ed condition of Ireland, which Mr. Bou- 
cicault attributes to absenteeism, and to 
want of peasant proprietorship. Tho 
critics abuse Sir. Boucicault indignantly 
for bringing politics into tho drama, but 
tho piece is likely to run.

Hanlau and Triokott— 'Thoir Solnso 
in Er grland. 

The groat race to take place botweou 
Hanlan and Trickett in England on the 
15th inst. i.s, of course, the all-important 
topic in aquatic circles. Immodiately 
after tho arrival of the Toronto, oaraniau 
in England he proceeded to N'owcnstle-on- 
Tyno, stating that he wished to remain 
there for two or three days in (;rder that 
he might visit his old friends and recover 
in a moaaure front the shaking u[) hia 
voyage across the Atlantic had given him. 
Instead, however, of hastening to Lon- 
don at the expiration of the time men- 
tioned, to enable him to at once go 
into training for tho groat contest, he ox- 
toiided his stay amongst the Tynesiders to 
at least a fortnight. This unexpected 
occurronco caused much coiiiiiiont and it 
was freely .asserted that the object of. hia 
prolongod visit in Northumberland was to 
make arrangonients with 0. Barross as to 
tho time and manner in which Canadian 
money ia to bo invested on tho nice. 
When Hanlan was backed against Haw- 
don and Elliott thu friends of the former 
suddenly placed so much money on him 
through Barras.5 that Hanlan became a 
warm favorite and it was' impossible to 
obtain a bet without offering Ibh^ ottds on 
him. It is desired to avert a recurrence 
of tliia state of tho market, and, as tho 
London correspondent of the Boston Hey- 
idd says, "although Hanlan has beiui 
staying with Barrass for two weeks, yet 
the 'knowing' Tyneaider has not been 
seen to make a single bet. So tho_ coi/- 
iioscenii here ssxa that tlitiWiirltet is to be 
allowed to run loose for a time,' and when 
people havo grown tired of waiting for 
the influx of tJunadiau nioiie}-, and make 
a start on tlio Trickctt side of the ques- 
tion, down will swoop Jlr. Btirn^snand 
gather together all the no.at littlo pickings 
that are forthcoming.'" Tho same corves- 
pondent, after alluding to tho matter at 
some length, ju'oceeds to describe the ar- 
rival of Hanlan at London. He says, 
writing under date of Sejit. oOth, "The 
Toronto oaraman arrived in London on 
Tuesday evening. t)ii leaving Nowcastlo 
an enthusiastic crowd assembled to take 
their leave of him, and he was heartily 
cheered as the Southern express left the 
.<itation. He brought with him John 
Bright, of the Mushroom, a hard-working 
little sculler, who ia destined to accompa- 
ny the champion in his river practice. 
Tho now Swaddle. & Winshixrtbqat was 
securely packed on tho roof of a 'carriage, 
this being intended merely for use in 
practice- Hanlan intends to row the race 
in the new shell built bj^ Warin of To- 
ronto, which has bocn unpacked for some 
days and exposed to the public gaze. 
There was but a small gathering at King's ■ 
Cri.'ss station to welcome Hanlan. It lia^J 
been so often rumored that the celebrai-' 
ed oarsman was coming, and .so many dis- 
appointments were experienced, that the 
public grow aimthetio and woro dotermin- 
cd not to be tho victim of any more 'sell.s.' 
Tlioic was a little crowd around him as he 
alighted from tho train, but he got away 
companitively quickly, and drove to his 
old lodgings in the city, whence he depart- 
ed, an hour afterward, for Putnoj', with 
Hawthorn of Toronto and . Bright, liis 
trainers. Here he stayed fur the night at 
tho Star and Garter Hotel- Previous to 
retiring, however, he spent an hour with 
his future opponent, Trickott, and they 
joined with Laycock and others drinking a 
bottle of wine tothotoastj "Afairfieldand 
no favor." Next day (Wednesday) the 
champion commenced his initial practice 
on the Thames. He got atloat in a rather 
dense fog, and pulled about for three 
(piarters of an hour. Then, accompanied 
by Harry Thoinua, who is in training for 
a match ne.xt iMonday, he wont for a mile 
and a half spin, working steadily, and 
attuiuptiiig nothing much in the waj- of 
pace. Again in the afternoon he got 
alloat, and rowed against the outgoing tide 
.about two .and a half milc^, . ..Ho came 
b.ack at a fair pace, with Tom Blackman, 
who meets Laycock next Tuesday. I saw 
tho Canadian out to-day. Ho has .scarce- 
ly recovered from his trouble on hoard 
ship, though ho has put on llcsh and now 
turns tho scales at 171 pounds. On disem- 
barking the perspiration was literally run- 
ning oil' liiin, and he will undoubtedly re- 
quire a good deal of practice before he gets 
in really proper trim. He sculls .as neat- 
ly and prettily as he did when hero before, 
and there ia a groat amount of smartness 
in the style in which ho dashes hia scidls 
through the water. In addition, his boat 
trnvels mucli more evenly than istho case 
with the majority of our scullers, who are 
apt to bo jerky in their recoveiy. Ho is 
looking as well and hcartj' as could possi- 
bly be desired, and, providing that our. 
treacherous climate does not play lum any 
tricks, slioulil.turn up on , th6 .^ay-of the 
race in the best of conditions." 

KDWARn tuiokett. 

The correspondent luld.s : — "It ia not 
nccosaaiy that I should say very much 
about Trickett in this communication, for 
the simple reason that his regimen has 
not undergone any chanKO whatever. He 
cakes a four-mile pull or thereabouts 
twice a day, and goes in for any amount 
of laud exorcise. Still, he has .slightly 
increased the length of his practice- I 
havo seen him cut along at a rare pace 
once or twice lately, but it must be coa-; 
ceded that he is a champion in tho art of 
demonstrating ' how not to do it.' When- 
ever he approaches the boathousc, or any 
spot where spcctators'aro congregated, his 
execution instantly becomes slovenly and 
untinished, and he figures in a stylo which 
would disgrace an amateur. Throughout, 
however, he maintains an aspect of 
supremo inditrorenco, and receives ad- 
verse criticisms Avith an .air of inipertur- 
bility which it would be difficult to emu- 
late." ■ '
